versity. He is the great fact of all 
facts, and must be the standpoint 
from whence to reason in order to ar- 
rive at correct conclusions. 

The revelations of God to man as 
relates to revealed religion can no 
more disagree with any science hat 
relates to His works, than His works 
can disagree with His words, for they 
are created by His word. The crea- 
tions will unmistakably reflect the 
character of the Creator. 

It has been claimed by some that 
the truth of revealed religion does not 
always accord with the facts of science, 
It is reasonable to suppose this idea 

ibly may be incorrect. There have 

n many illustrations of this liability 
to err in conclusions arrived at by 
very learned men when they have 
failed to reason from the ultimate fact, 
or fact of facts which they have not 
comprehended. A fact is athing that 
is, not something that may be. An 
intermediate fact, even, is not likely 
to be fully comprehended, unless one 
knows the ultimate fact upon which 
it depends. 

Numerous facts were known to the 
ancients from which they formed a 
theory of the motions of matter, both 
in relation to the earth and of the hea- 
venly bodies; but many of their views 
were false because the ultimate fact 
was to them unknown. When the 


law of gravitation was discovered, the 
comparatively ultimate fact, a theory 
of motion and even a science of astro- 
nomy, became possible. 


sup to simple, whic ve 
since been found to be compound, 
and the discovery of like facts have 
at times changed nearly the whole 
science of chemistry. The same ma 
be said of electricity, magnetism, an 
many other sciences which have been 
subjected to such rigid investigations 
as have brought forth new facts reach- 
ing far beyond, and revolutionisin 
theories that were once i 
founded in truth. These errors of 
science have arisen from too hasty 
conclusions—from assuming that to 
be an ultimate fact which was not so. 
It is upon like false assumptions that 
some have proposed to array science 

inst theological facts and truths of 
divine authenticity. 


Facts are the foundation of all sci- 
ence, and they must be such as may 
be verified by trath emanating from 
the highest recognized source of truth, 
which is no less than God. In Him 
all facts and all truths harmonize, and 
all theories upon which trae science is 
constructed must grow out of a know- 
ledge of God’s truths, 

What is true of physical science, is 
equally true of intellectual and moral 
science. Facts, mediate and ultimate, 
must exist, or such a science is not 
possible. Early systems of moral 
science assumed some fact as explain- 
ing human existence and the universe; 
and reasoning from such assumption 
resulted in gross absurdities in con- 
flict with facts and human conscious- 
ness. 


Some have endeavored to account 
for the existence of man and the world 
by assuming a world of necessity, from 
the law of cause and effect, and man a 
mere prisoner upon it, who only acted 
as he was acted upov. For him there 
was no law of obligation, no right, no 
wrong, at times unfortunate but never 
criminal. The epicurean and the stoic 
have each had their peculiar views of 
man’s existence and the world, but 


| 
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failed to comprehend the facts or 
verify them. 

No correct moral system can be con- 
structed unless the facts and theory 
of life are truly comprehended. The 
facts must be found, and the relations 
and life which these facts imply must 
be determined. Moral ecience is a 
science of duty involving all the great 
important facts of human life, especi- 
ally that of human consciousness. 
This law of duty and the grounds and 
reasons of the law will te found, when 
comprehended, fully in accord with 
the divine will and man’s conscious- 
ness of his exercise of free-will. 

Abraham and other men of God 
sought diligently to learn of Him and 
know of His wonderful works.

THE CHINESE. 


A QORRESPONDENT sends us the fol- 
lowing. It purports to be a transla- 
tion of a Chinese document picked up 
year at the “Inventions,” It is 
dated from King-Sing-Tong in No- 
heed — — by a Ly.

an official report addressed he 
Board of Punishments, Pekin:—After 
six moons sojourn in this abode of 
moistened gloom, I am prepared to 
offer some suggestions for improving 
our Celestial punishments, Those 
which we now use, and which are 
shown in pictures at the exhibition of 
Madame Too- soo, require a good deal 
of apparatus, and can from their de- 
structive tendency be inflicted only 
once upon the same criminal. The 
tortures in vogue here are, perhaps, 


the only points where these barba- 
rians have improved on our civiliza- 
tion. They are self-inflicted; they 
may be repeated many times; and 
they are always conducted with that 
rigid etiquette which is distinctive of 
a superior people. From _ patriotic 
motives I have even undergone man 

of these punishments myself, and 

have arranged with some barbari 

. who will accompany me home 
and introduce their art into our peer- 
less country, shonld the brother of 
the Sun and Moon be pleased so to 
ordain. The name common to these 
inflictions is Pah-Ti, and it is custom- 
ary to refer to them as pleasant. The 
executioner at whose dwelling they 
occur writes to ask the victims for the 
pleasure of their company; and they 


— 
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reply that they are happy to accept 
the ind invitation. The Pah Tis are 
of various kinds. One form now al- 
most obsolete is called the Tee-Pah- 
Ti or Hi-Tee. It is usually applied 
to middle-aged ladies. They have to 
assemble and each swallow a portion 
of meat followed by tea-cake, muffin, 
or hot toast soaked in fat made from 
the milk of cows. Each then drinks 
large draughts of a decoction from 
those twice-boiled leaves which we 
disdainfully export to barbarians as 
tea. The tannin in it changes the 
meat into leather, and its fluid bulk 
makes the tea-cake or other spon 

substance expand. Thus present dis- 
comfort and future indigestion are en- 
sured. Meanwhile the victims are 
compelled by etiquette to converse 
with assumed merriment, regardless 
of the increasing agony they are en- 
during. The greater criminals are 
made to sit during this operation with 
their backs to the fire; and in ve 

heinous cases the door or window 

sufficiently opened to allow a draught 
free play over their faces. This 
toothache or neuralgia to their other 
inconveniences. ese Tee-Pah-Tis, 
however, are falling into disuse; for 
they usually occurred in the after- 
noon, whereby those who took part in 
them were prevented from earning 
income-tax for the State. Nowada 

most punishments take place in the 
evening. They are known as evening 
Pah-Tis or Swah-Rays. The simplest 
of these is like our admonition by 
baking. Into a room containing 
enough air for 100 persons, 400 per- 
sons are made to enter. Gas and 
candles are lighted; the doors and 
windows are hermetically sealed; and 
the prisoners are introduced one to 
another. Politeness compels them to 
converse. This, from drought and 
sympathy, they find most difficult, 
and each is a source of sorrow to him- 
self and to all his neighbors. A way 
of varying this torture is to lower the 
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means of draughts to

just All — 
people are then mutually in uced, 
and so soon as they evince a wish to 
— they are ordered to be silent. 
hen executioners, with instruments 
or with their natural voices, produce 
such bangs, screeches and cries, as 
strike terror into the boldest hearts, 
and make all present tremble to think 
what may be coming next. After 
these performances, those who have 
failed to escape from the ＋ 
hood of the executioners are obliged 
to smile and thank them. For more 
robust criminals there is a severer 
127 known as Dhan-Tsing.

fortably attired. Those who assist in 
it are called cory AS Roons and Pah 
T’ners. The Pah T’ners have to clutch 
one another in uncomfortable posi- 
tions, and gyrate violently to the 
sound of instruments.

In their own capital, which they, in 
truth, founded, where they have 
reigned two hundred snd thirty years, 
which they bave raised to the head- 
ship among German cities, which their 
triumphs have filled with population 
and business and wealth, 40 per cent. 
of all male adults, more than every 
third man hates not only them and 
their regime, but the very existence of 
society, and follow leaders who, like 
HasENn would use force, if 
they could, to overthrow all. That is 
an amazing phenomenon, and a dis- 

iriting one, especially if we remem- 

r some further depressing elements 
of the situation. ine-tenths of all 
these men are “ educated,” at least up 
to the level which the Scotch have 
reached, and which we hope to reach 
twenty years hence. Education, there- 
fore, has done nothing to sooth them 
or reconcile them to the position in 
which they find themselves. Three- 
fourths of them have learned to obey, 
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in the severest of all schools, the Prus- 
sian Army, — are, in fact, trained 
soldiers, able to act together and die at 
the word of command; while probably 
a third passed through the Franco- 
German War, came out triumphant 
victors, and are assumed to be devoted 
to their country. Yet these men pro- 
test in the most public and formal 
manner that they desire the overthrow 
of society, the extinction of the Gov- 
ernment, and a radical transformation 
of all institutions. Indeed, thousands 
of them f° farther, and declare, 
through Herr HaAsENCLEVER, that 
sooner than bear what is, they would, 
if they could, use force, and try con- 
clusions with their rulers with the 
bayonet. Moreover, their ideas are 
not evanescent or the result of passion. 
In spite of repression, in spite of in- 
struction, in spite of concessions like 
the Compensation for Accident Bill 
their numbers increase yearly, an 
every dissolution shows them in great- 
er force, until now, out of 220,000 
electors in Berlin, more than 90,000 
are proclaimed Socialists, and may in 
ten years hold the whole representa- 
tion of the capital in their hands, 
The iron organisation of the German 
Empire, no less than its educational 
system, have only cooverted a third 
of the population of its capital into its 
irreconcilable foes.—S,;

Old mountuineers are responsible for the statement 
that a good supply of water for the coming season is already secured. 

The efforts of the enemies of thejSaints iu Utuh to harass the people are 
still unabated. The Saints are; making a glorious record by their suffering 
for the truth’s sake, and future generations will look upon them as heroes 


and patriots. 


Deputy Thompson was in Salt Lake City recently, and passed some time 
among congenial spirits. He states boldly that it was not “ Mormou” toler- 
ance, but “ Mormon” fear of his five shooter, which preserved his life after he 


shot Dalton down. 
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There is considerable sickness in Salt Lake at the present, most of which, 
however, seems to be confined to children, and particularly to those under one 
year of age. If the present death rate continues till the end of the month, 
it is quite probable that the February report of the sexton will show a marked 
increase in deaths under that age. 

It is said that work on the new Union depot in Ogden has been indefinitely 
postponed. It had been the intention to start up about the Ist of March, 
but it is understood that this arrangement has been spoiled by subsequent 
plans. If true, this report will be anything but satisfactory to the citizens of 
Ogden, who have been anticipating a business boom on account of the build- 
ing of the depot. 

The Washington Sunday Gazette commenting on the Edmunds-Tucker law 
says: “ There are many objectionable features, but when we say we confiscate 
property, restrict the rights of suffrage, make capital felony of misdemeanor, 
dictate whom men and women shall marry, create religious tests, deny free 
exercise of the right to worship God as man’s conscience dictates—then we 
have said enough to show that it isan infamous bill, and that its passage is 
the gravest assault upon the liberties of the people and the stability of the 
Constitution ever attempted in this country.” 

Deputy Wm. Thompson, jun., who shot and killed Edward M. Dalton at 
Par owan, last December, has commenced suit against the Deseret News Com- 
pany tor the sum of $25,000, that being the size of the plaster that he deems 
will be about adequate to cover the damage to his reputation. The papers 
were filed yesterday. The complainant is represented by assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney C. 8. Varian, the gentleman who was so delightfully unanimous 
with Thompson’s attorney when he was tried at Beaver. This time he will 
not champion bis cause in the capacity of prosecutor, however. This is the 
same Thompson who was discharged by his superior officer—U. S. Marshal 
Dyer—shortly after the killing on the ground that, the offense with which 
Dalton was charged being a misdemeanor, “he had no right to shoot.” The 
ground taken for the complaint consists of portions of a series of articles that 
appeared in the Vers in which Thompson and the bloody deed were com- 
mented upon. 

On the evening of the 18th of February a pleasant affair occurred at the 
residence of Mayor Peery, of Ogden, that distinguished gentleman being 
made the recipient of a token of esteem that showed the good will of his 
former co-laborers, and which is a memento of the past four years of his life 
that he will look upon in future years with a high degree of satisfaction and 
pride. The members of the old council, and the city officers elect, with 
Mayor-elect Eccles at the head, assembled at the residence of Mayor Peery, 
and the new mayor and council qualified for the offices to which they have 
been elected. After this business was over, the old council proceeded to 
surprise their worthy fellow laborer by producing a handsome gold-headed 
cane and presenting it to him as a token of the esteem which they held for 
him. The presentation was made by James Taylor, Esq., in a feeling and 
appropriate speech, which was as feelingly responded to by the recipient.

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SALVATION BY GRACE.

) For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man should boast. For we are his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, which God hath before ordained that we should walk in 


them” (Ephesians ii, 8—10). 

Ir is often asked, Do you not believe in salvation by grace?’ Of course we 
do; perhaps not exactly according to the sectarian idea, because there is no 
reason in believing that a passive belief in Jesus Christ was ever rewarded by 
the grace of God. It is not consistent with His character and attributes, 
neither is it consistent with the Scriptures. 

The popular idea, under the education of uninspired teachers is, that to 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, according to their dogmas, gives a man a 
free passport to heaven; his recommendation frequently being that he is a 
great sinner, one unworthy the society of decent people, perhaps a murderer. 
This does not make the slightest difference; if he can believe and acknow- 
ledge that he is a great sinner and Christ a great Savior, then cast his burden 
on the Lord, that is all sufficient for his salvation; he can be saved instanta- 
neously, no matter how corrupt his life may have been, if at the eleventh 
hour he repent, that is, sorrows for his sins, and believing calls on the Lord, 
he is a converted sinner and prepared for heaven and the presence of God 
and the holy apostles, prophets, and the spirits of just men made perfect. It 
is argued that he has a change of heart, becomes a converted sinner, and is 
saved because Christ came to save sinners. __ 

We quote a few sentences from an orthodox divine, to prove that the above 

the sectarian method of reasoning: “God himself is the Author of this 
great and happy change, and His great love is the spring and frontal cause of 
it; thence He resolved to show mercy. Love is His inclination to do us 
good, considéred simply as creatures. Observe, God’s eternal love or good- 
will towards His creatures is the fountain whence all His mercies vouchsafed 
to us proceed; and that love of God is great love; and that mercy of His is 
rich mercy—inexpressibly great, and inexhaustibly rich, and then, ‘ by grace 
ye are saved,’ and, by grace ye are saved through faith—it is the gift of 
God.“ Every converted sinner is a saved sinner; such are delivered from sin 
and wrath, they are brought into a state of salvation, and have a right given

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them by grace to eternal happiness. The grace that saves them is the free 
undeserved goodness and favor of God, and He saves them not by the works 
of the law,’ but ‘through faith’ in Jesus Christ, by means of which they come 
to partake of the great blessings of the Gospel, and both that faith, and that 
salvation on whieh it has so great an influence, are ‘ the gift of God.’ ” 

This is the sectarian idea, very prettily expressed. Tens of thousands are 
led to accept this style of reasoning because it is popular; they look upon the 
ordinances of the Gospel as non-essential, or an “outward visible sign of an 
inward spiritual grace,” and think God is glorified by his creatures doing 
nothing, simply believing in order that eternal life may be free to them in 
their own unworthimess and record of passive belief; that it could not bea 
“ free gift” if they did anything; it must be by faith. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and you shall be saved”—so they say the Scriptures read. 
Christ and Him crucified is the all in all“ Simply to Thy cross I cling.” 
This is the doctrine of. men who have “hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water.” 

Now for the truth. We believe in the salvation by grace to which the 
Apostle Paul referred. In the first place, he was writing to a certain people 
whom he designates as ye and us) Now who was he writing to? In the first 
chapter we are informed: “ Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of 
God, to the Saints which are at Ephesus, and to the faithful in Christ Jesus.” 
Then it was not to the world nor to merely passive believers, for there were 
many believers like Nicodemus, but it was to the Saints“ and “to the faith- 
ful in Christ Jesus.” What constituted them “Saints” and “faithful in 
Christ Jesus?” Why, they had been taught of God the Gospel of the kingdom 
through His inspired apostles and servants—the living oracles. They had 
believed in God and in Jesus Christ, through whom they had access by one 
Spirit unto the Father. They had the “one body, and one spirit,” even as 
they were called in one hope of their calling. The “one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, one God and Father of all.” They had obeyed the Gospel, and their 
faith manifested by their works was noised abroad, so much so that Paul 
said, that after he heard of their faith in the Lord Jesus, and love unto all 
the Saints, he ceased not to give thanks for them, making mention of them 
in his prayers. It was very proper in Paul, under these circumstances, to 
gently admonish them, that it was not their works that brought them salva- 
tion, for they were God’s workmanship, “created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works,” which God had before ordained that they should work in them, but 
that it was the blessed grace of God through His divine love and rich mercy 
had brought salvation unto them by the Gospel; that it was by grace they 
(the Saints) were saved through their faith manifested by their good works, 
they having obeyed the Gospel because they believed God and looked unto 
Him for the recompense of reward. ? 

Now this is the salvation by grace we believe in. Grace is favor, kindness, 
good-will—it is the favor and love of God. What can we do to merit the 
favor and love of God? O, say the world, we cannot do anything. We take 
the liberty of differing with the world; we say we can love God and keep 
His commandments, and then He will love us and we shall enjoy His grace. 
We understand, as far as benefits are concerned, we alone are benefited. But 
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it is pleasant to be loved, and we are simple enough to believe the Lord is 
pleased with the pure love and devotion of His children. Why, the great 
commandment is, that we shall love Him with all our hearts, with all our 
soul, and with all our mind, and He knows how to appreciate such affection. 
If mankind understood this—if they loved God—they would not be under 
the influence of sectarian darkness, and there would be more obey the Gospel 
and be “saved by grace.” But the faith of modern so-called Christians is in 
men and their foolish tenets, not in God. If men wish to be saved by grace, 
they must accept that grace from the hands of Him who is powerful to save 
—the living and true God; and if they wish to obtain His grace, they must 
cease to worship the god of man’s creation, and worship Him who made the 
heavens and earth, pray to Him in the name of Jesus Christ, repent of their 
sins, be baptized for the remission of them, and have the blood of Christ 
applied for their sanctification, then receive the Holy Ghost, that they may 
be taught of God, or they will never be saved by grace. 


When men are in possession of the Holy Ghost, they easily see through the 
errors of sectarianism, and understand the Bible, for they enjoy the spirit by 
which it was written, and readily understand the meaning of being saved by 
grace through faith, and will comprehend something about faith. If belief 
alone would secure salvation, even the devils would be saved, for James tells 
us, “ The devils also believe, and tremble.” The Saints of God to-day, as 
anciently, believe they are saved by grace through faith; their faith being 
manifested by their works, as with the Saints at Ephesus, because they are 
God’s workmanship, “created in Jesus Christ unto good works, which God 
hath before ordained that we should walk in them;” not the works of the 
Jewish law, but the works of righteousness, inspired by the love of God. 

The Jews rejected the “ Gospel of the kingdom,” because they were taught 
by their priests that they were justified and saved by the law of Moses and 
the works enjoined upon them by it. But the Gentiles of to-day reject the 
same Gospel, now restored to the earth, because they are taught, unfortu- 
nately, that the works—the observance of the ordinances of the Gospel—are 
not necessary, that they are saved and justified by belief on the Son of God 
alone, and that there is no virtue in the acts that the apostles declared were 
essential to salvation. 

When will mankind forsake their folly, and understand that they who lack 
wisdom may ask of God, who giveth liberally to all men and upbraideth not? 
“Look unto ME, and be ye saved, all the ends of the earth,” saith God If 
men expect to enjoy God’s grace, they must seek it at His hands. If we are 
like the Saints at Ephesus, to whom Paul wrote, chosen in Christ before the 
foundation of the world, and predestinated to be adopted His children, we 
shall have no difficulty in understanding who are saved by grace, or what 
kind of faith is necessary for our redemption.

THe Welsh Conference was held at 
the Railway Inn Hall, Merthyr Tyd- 
vil, March 6, 1886. Elders present

Evans, Traveling Elders in the Welsh 
Mission.

The Conference opened with sing- 

ing. Prayer by Elder David Wil- 


iams. 

President Lewis, in a few openin 
remarks, explained that the object o 
the Conference was to hear the re- 
ports from the different sections where 
the Saints were located or the Elders 
traveling, and that both Saints and 
Elders might be instructed in their 
duties, and the stangers have the Gos- 
pel preached to them. In closing, he 
testified that this was a glorious day 
for the honest in heart. 

The Presidents of the respective 
Branches reported. The report was 
full and showed that the Saints of the 
Welsh Conference were in a favorable 
condition; many of them were poor, 
but rich in faith. 

Elder John Evans then addressed 
the meeting.
